Dear Ms., Santos:

This is a final response to your August 19, 2013 Freedom of
Information Act (FOIA) reguest in which you seek a copy of the
document identified to N00024-09-R-3152, the SSA and non-cost
evaluation factors, submission by all bidders, and the list of
companies that submitted proposals.

Due to the shooting incident that took place at this
Headgquarters on September 16, 2013, the subseguent law enforcement
actions, and temporary displacement of our offices, we were unable
to process your request within 20 working days.

I considered your request under the FOIA (5 U.S8.C. § 552), as
amended, and Secretary of the Navy 5720.42F.

After a careful review of documents responsive to your reguest,
it was determined that the document identified as “N00024-09-R-3152%
is a solicitation and may be released to you in its entirety.
Additionally, the solicitation also includes the source selection
authority (SSA) cost and non-cost evaluation factors (Section M of
the solicitation).

I also determined that neither the submissions by all offerors
or a list of all offerors is releasable to the public and is exempt
from disclosure under FOIA exemption (b) (3).

Subsection (b) (3) protects matters which are exempt from
disclosure by statute, provided that such statute (1) requires that
the matters be withheld from the publiec in such a manner as to leave
no discretion on the issue, or (2) establishes particular criteria
for withholding or refers to particular types of information to be
withheld.



Title 41 U.S8.C. §2102 prohibits release of certain procurement
related proprietary and source selection information before the
award of a procurement. The unclassified information is such source
selection information.

In this instance, Title 10 U.S.C. §2305(g) prohibits the
release of a proposal submitted by a contractor in response to a
competitive solicitation, except for those portions of the proposal
set forth or incorporated in a Department of Defense contract.

Since offers contained in an abstract of offers are taken from these
exempt proposals, they too are exempt from mandatory disclosure
under this exemption 3 statute.

I am the official responsible for the decision regarding your
request. You may submit a written administrative appeal of my
decision to the Office of General Counsel, Department of the Navy,
1000 Navy Pentagon, Room 5A532 Washington, DC 20350-1000. Your
appeal must have a copy of this letter enclosed and must be received
by the General Counsel within 60 calendar days from the date of this
letter. Please add the words "Freedom of Information Act Appeal" to
both your administrative appeal and to the envelope. Send a copy of
your letter, to the COMMANDER, NAVAL SEA SYSTEMS COMMAND (SEA 0OAS),
1333 ISAAC HULL AVE SE, WASHINGTON NAVY YARD DC 20376-1021.

Fees for processing your request were below the threshold for
requiring payment. However, fees are assessed on a case-by-case

basis and you may be charged fees on future requests.
